Avoid the use of patent medi- 


cines. 
Make every effort to im- 


prove your general health.

use medicines, salves and ointments 
prescribed for you by your physi- 
cian. Please remember that medi- 
cines prescribed for you by well- 
meaning friends may be beneficial 
for them but harmful for you.
